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MAKING 
A SCENE 

Matthew Bourne, the man who reinvented dance 
theatre, on his journey from Deptford to Broadway 

Words VICTORIA PURCELL 


M ost people, when they hear 
the name Matthew Bourne, 
probably think of Swan 
Lake - those moody, male 
swans stomping all over any 
expectations of delicate female dancers 
en pointe. But my mind always steals 
away to Deptford, a place better known 
for its gritty streets than tutus. But this is 
where Bourne’s dreams became a reality, 
for he is a Trinity Laban alumnus. 
Despite a complete lack of dance 
training, the man who is now the UK’s 
leading name in contemporary dance- 
theatre, won a place at Trinity Laban 
Conservatoire of Music and Dance, 
in 1982, to study Dance Theatre and 
Choreography. 

Fast forward some 30 years and I’m 
at Sadler’s Well’s talking to him about 
his latest touring production, The Car 


Man - one of a string of award-winning 
productions he has launched during his 
much-lauded career. But more on that 
later; I’m after the dirt on Deptford. 

‘We all worked incredibly hard,’ says 
Bourne. ‘I was one of the first students to 
do a BA in Dance and there was a lot of 
trying to justify dance as an academic 
subject at that time,’ he continues. ‘We 
were often sitting up late drinking lots 
of coffee altogether in someone’s digs, 
trying to do an essay, then we had to get 
up early to do class and to choreograph. 

‘I remember staying on a place called 
Friendly Street, which apparently had the 
highest crime rate in London,’ he laughs. 
‘It was a crazy time, but you look back 
on it and it’s all really good and fun and 
we made good friends and I loved it. 

‘There was a whole scene in dance 
and comedy around there. We used to 



go and watch Vic Reeves at Goldsmiths 
Tavern and Julian Clary used to perform 
at a pub down the road - he was at 
Goldsmiths. A lot of dance companies 
started around that time and I was 
inspired by people in the years above 
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me who were performing in pubs. It 
was a great place to be back then.’ 

Bourne had spent much of his 
childhood recreating shows he’d seen, 
cajoling his family into helping with the 
staging - his mother sewed costumes 
(and still casts her eye over the wardrobe 
for his new productions), his father was 
on set design and his brother acted and 
sang. As a teenager, he developed a love 
of theatre, and he still hops on to the bus 
from his Islington home to the West End 
when he has some downtime. 

‘I was brought up in the East End, 

El7, and like my mum before me, I 
loved West End theatre. I used to come 
on the 38 bus through this route, past 
Sadler’s Wells [where his company, 

New Adventures, is based] many times 
after school. We used to go to opening 
nights and watch people going to film 


premieres and that kind of thing.’ 

He was destined for the stage, it 
seems, and he danced professionally 
for 14 years (two of those with Trinity 
Laban’s Transitions Dance Company). 
He set up his first company Adventures 
in Motion Pictures 
(AMP), together with 
fellow directors 
Emma Gladstone and 
David Massingham, 
in 1987. AMP 
launched a new 
production practically 
every year - including Nutcracker /, 
Oliver /, the groundbaking, male- 
dominated Swan Lake and Cinderella 
- until 2002. He then launched his 
second company, New Adventures, 
with his co-director, Robert Noble. 

New Adventures, now the most 


successful dance company in the UK, 
is about to take The Car Man , a 
reinterpretation of Bizet’s Carmen , on 
tour. The company has applied its usual 
dose of grit and theatre to the production, 
setting in a grubby 60s American diner. 

The arrival of a 
handsome stranger 
sends ripples of greed, 
lust, betrayal and 
revenge through the 
small town. It’s 
dangerous, dirty and 
hot. But the music is as 
glorious as traditionalists might hope. 

‘It honours the music,’ he says. ‘The 
music for me is like the script, that’s the 
important thing, so I don’t mess around 
with it much, I’m quite respectful of the 
actual piece, so you still gain a bit of 
respect from those people who love the >

piece. If you’re working with much¬ 
loved material, you don’t want to do 
them the same as they’ve been done 
before, but you sort of want to please the 
people who love them as well as bring in 
a new audience. It’s getting that balance 
right, which comes down to instinct.’ 

It’s the second time the production 
has toured, but initially Bourne was 
hesitant to take on the much adored 
and often reproduced Carmen. What 
was it that changed his mind? 

‘The thing that made me go for it was 
the decision to create our own story,’ he 
says, ‘to use the music and the feeling of 
Carmen , but tell a different story. It’s a 
thriller with twists and turns. It starts off 
being based on a famous movie and 
book, The Postman Always Rings Twice , 
then we take it on its own journey. 

‘It’s a real raunchy, exiting piece 
of theatre,’ he continues. ‘It’s the piece 
that challenges the dancers the most 
dramatically. It’s a whole new company 
coming into it and every time I get a new 
generation of dancers I think it’d be 
great for them to be challenged by parts 
that they’ve never done before. 

‘When we first did it in 2000, it was 
in reaction to things we’d been doing 
at that time. We’d been doing Swan Lake 
quite a lot and all the women were

playing princesses 
and the men were 
playing swans. 

And we’d just done 
Cinderella. So I was just 
trying to do something that was 
a bit closer to them as people, more raw.’ 

Bourne certainly puts his dancers 
through their paces (‘I like to keep them 
busy. I like them to have a good workout 
during the show’), but he works himself 


pretty hard too, reassessing, revamping 
and perfecting his productions afresh 
each time they head out on tour. 

‘I’m a tinkerer. Many directors hang 
on to original casts, and as much as 
I love my original casts, I do enjoy 
recreating with new people, making it 
work for them and using their particular 
talents. I’ve changed a lot over the years 
as well, it’s not just that I want to change 
the pieces, it’s because I think about 
them differently. It all happens in the 
rehearsals, it’s all organic.’ 

One can’t help but wonder if this 
constant tinkering has led to a 
kind of Swan Lake fatigue. 
Since its world premiere in 
1995, the production has 
become the longest 
running ballet in the 
West End and on 
Broadway. 

‘It usually goes to bed 
for quite a long time, it has 
four or five year gaps, and 
then it feels all fresh again. 

Luckily we’ve got a big enough 
repertoire to do that, to bring them back 
every four or five years. I never do them 
to the point where you get any kind of 
fatigue. You’ve got to want to get excited 
about it again.’

For south 
Londoners, your best ‘Alice experience’ might 
be at The Vaults under Waterloo Station {Alice s 
Adventures Underground , 11 April), a labyrinth 
of tunneled spaces that are gradually being used 
more and more for theatrical events. 

The Vaults are cool, the Rivoli is cool and my 
latest book club recommendation, The Girl on The 
Train by Paula Hawkins, is cool. The latter is a 
deeply unsettling book that would have completely 
sent my mate Judith over the edge had she’d taken 
it with her on holiday! As for me, I’m touring the 
country with Grumpy Old Women: Fifty Shades of 
Beige for the entire month of April. Tickets for a 
theatre near you (The Churchill Theatre, Bromley, 
is the closest to our neck of the woods) are ready 
and waiting for your purchase!

N ot only can an extension improve your 
enjoyment of your home and make the 
space more compatible with your 
lifestyle, but it can add serious value to 
your property. So what are the ways you can 
improve and extend your home? Are there 
particular kinds of extensions that work better than 
others? And what research should you do before 
you embark on a project? We asked the experts for 
their advice. 

Before you begin 

Know what you want, advises Chris Eaton, 
Associate Director at leading London architectural 
practice, Stiff & Trevillion: ‘Why are you 
extending and what do you want the extension for?’ 
he asks. ‘Is it about daylight, space or storage?’ 
‘You can just extend and fill a space, but the end 
result won’t be as good if you haven’t thought 
about how it is going to be used,’ agrees Brendan 
Day, Head of Design at Apropos, the contemporary 
conservatory and extension specialists. Chris also 
suggests you do a mood board or use a Pinterest 
page to gather together images of extensions and 
styles that you like to show your architect or 
contractor - it will give them a useful 
starting point. >

Basement, loft or extension? 

Budget-wise, a loft extension will 
generally cost less than a ground floor 
extension, which in turn costs less 
than a basement excavation. ‘For most 
people the creation of more living 
space is the main criteria, and this is 
usually best achieved with a ground 
floor rear or side extension,’ says 
Brendan. ‘This kind of extension is 
usually simpler, takes less time, and 
creates a nicer living environment.’ 

As to the current London obsession 
with basement conversions: ‘A 
basement can add a lot of space, but it 
is a substantial project and requires a 
substantial financial investment,’ says 
Brendan. The benefits of basement 
conversions, says Chris, is that they 
have ‘a relationship with the existing 
living spaces of the house and can add 
play spaces, kitchens or dens.’ > 


Simple space gains 

Don’t embark on a huge extension 
project without first really looking at 
how your existing space is used, 
advises Chris. ‘Is your property being 
used efficiently? Often there are 
corridors, or even rooms, that are 
underused and re-organising your 
space is cheaper than extending.’ 


The essentials 

‘An architect can suggest alternatives 
that the client hadn’t already 
considered,’ Chris says. Brendan 
thinks you need a good builder. ‘Quite 
a lot can be done to most properties 
under Permitted Development - that is 
without a full planning application; 
work with a specialist who knows 
what’s possible. It’s not always a 
requirement to have an architect, but 
for some projects it is essential.’

Choose your style 

There’s plenty of debate about whether, 
with an extension, you should emulate 
the existing style of your property or 
whether it’s better to make any additions 
markedly modem. Chris is in the latter 
camp: ‘We would advise against creating 
a pastiche of the existing property. 
However, what is proposed should be 
driven by what the clients are hoping to 
gain from the extension - it wouldn’t be 
appropriate to constmct a glass cinema 
room for example.’ Brendan agrees: 
‘Properties have always been developed 
through the ages and unless particular 
planning restrictions need to be met, then 
I think it’s generally better to go with 
what is current. For most people the 
extension should reflect their lifestyle 
rather than the host building.’

Victoria Geoghegan, Head of 
Development Management and 
Building Control at Islington Council, 
introduces you to the planning process 

Permitted development rights: 
these allow you to make certain types 
of minor changes to your house 
without having to apply for planning 
permission. These only apply to houses 
and not flats, maisonettes or other 
buildings. Porches, single-storey rear 
extensions, dormer windows, fences 
and some outbuildings are all 
examples of what is covered by 
permitted development. Certain parts 
of a borough, such as conservation 
areas or areas covered by Article 4 
Directions, will have more restrictive 
permitted developments. Listed 
building consent is also required if the 
property is listed. 

Planning permission: this is required 
for most development, including 
significant extensions and alterations to 
buildings, new builds, changes of use 
and conversions. Most councils 
operate an advice service and you 


should always check before 
embarking on any works. With all 
building work, the owner of the 
property (or land) is ultimately 
responsible for complying with the 
relevant planning rules and building 
regulations. 

When applying for planning 
permission, it is advisable to discuss 
your proposal with the council - this is 
called pre-application discussions. 
When first submitted, most applications 
are invalid because they do not 
include the correct information - 
whether that's missing drawings or the 
planning fee - so do refer to the 
validation check list on your council's 
website, and use a reputable architect 
or plan drawer. 

Building regulations: these are 
required for most construction projects. 
The process includes pre-site approval 
(full plans, building notices) and on-site 
approval during construction. Your 
local authority will offer this service and 
has a wealth of local knowledge and 
experience.

We may not have the sand and sea (ior much sun), but London 
can lay claim to some of the finest seafood restaurants going 


T here’s nothing quite like the feeling of sand 
between one’s toes to really pique the 
appetite. Whether its charred snapper 
slathered with local hot sauce on some 
empty Caribbean beach, or chilli laced fish curries 
eaten on some Thai isle, sun and sand can be the 
finest seasoning of them all. 

Sun and sand, though, are two things in short 
supply in the dull London winter. As we gaze up 
at yet another sullen grey sky, those idyllic lunches 
seem a very long way off. Yet our cool, mainly 
clean, often deep waters are home to some of the 
finest seafood in the world. Dover sole, John Dory, 
mackerel, bass, turbot, plaice... our roll call of 
piscine pleasures is as long as it is delectable. And 
we haven’t even touched upon our glittering 
collection of crustaceans and molluscs, from brown 
crab to glorious native oyster. 

Everyone has their own favourite spot; Wilton’s 
(wiltons.co.uk), in St James, as old school as it is 
expensive. Green’s (greens.org.uk), just around the 
corner (and in the interests of full disclosure, it is 
my uncle’s restaurant so I am, perhaps, biased) 
does a wonderful lobster cocktail.

And J Sheekey (j-sheekey.co.uk), Scotts’ 
sexy theatrical sibling in Covent Garden, has an 
exemplary plateau de fruits de mer. 

Wright Brothers (thewrightbrothers.co.uk) are 
masters of all things finned and shelled, and their 
oyster selection is world class.

Mark the beginning of spring with a rhubarb-topped cardamompavlova 



T he arrival of outdoor grown 

rhubarb marks the beginning of 
spring. Soon we will be enjoying 
the delights of Jersey Royals, 
asparagus and salt marsh lamb, 
but for now let’s make the 
most of this humble fruit. 

Naturally astringent, 
rhubarb works very 
well in a sweet crisp 
pavlova. In my 
recipe I’ve added 
cardamom, honey 
and pistachios to give 
it an eastern twist. 

The key to a great 
pavlova is, of course, the 
meringue. To achieve this you need 
to start with a scrupulously clean bowl 
and whisk. The whites should be 
whisked stiff before adding any sugar. 

If you add it too early, you can kiss 
goodbye to a light and airy pavlova, 
as no amount of additional whisking 
can save it. 

Gradually add the sugar, whisking all 
the time. The mix should be thick and 
very stiff, holding itself in peaks by the 
time all the sugar is incorporated. Gently 
whisk in the vinegar, cardamom and 
corn flour and it’s ready for the oven. 

Arguably the most important element 
of the process is to set the oven at a low 
heat; you’re not cooking the meringue 
so much as drying it out. And while it 
doesn’t need to be completely dry, it 
needs enough time to form a brittle crust 
with an ever-so-slightly gooey center.

CARDAMOM PAVLOVA 

WITH RHUBARB, HONEY & PISTACHIO 


• Serves: 6 

• Preparation time: 20 minutes 

• Cooking time: approx 3 hours 

3 egg whites 
190g caster sugar 
2 tablespoons corn flour 
1 teaspoon white wine vinegar 
V 2 teaspoon ground roasted 
cardamom 

400g rhubarb, cut into 2.5cm chunks 
60g golden caster sugar 
100ml water 

40g chopped pistachios 
300ml double cream 
100ml yoghurt 
1 tablespoon runny honey 


1 Preheat the oven to 90°C. Whisk the egg whites until 
stiff, then slowly whisk in the sugar. When it's very stiff, 
whisk in the corn flour, cardamom and vinegar. Spoon 
the meringue onto a tray lined with baking paper and 
spread into a circle (about 24cm diameter). Hollow 
out the centre so the sides are about 2cm higher. 

2 Cook for 3 hours, or until the pavlova is very crisp 
underneath. Remove to a wire rack to cool. 

3 Place the rhubarb in a single layer in a large pot. 
Add 100ml of water and 60g of sugar, cover with a 
tight-fitting lid and cook over a low heat for 8 minutes, 
or until tender but retaining its shape. 

4 Leave to cool, strain off the syrup and then boil the 
syrup hard to reduce in volume by half. 

5 Whisk the cream, fold in the yogurt, then fold in half 
the rhubarb, a little syrup and spoon onto the pavlova. 

6 Top with the remaining rhubarb. Scatter over the 
pistachios and drizzle over a little syrup and honey.

T he Princess of Wales, 
a great pub with views 
over the expanses of 
Blackheath, just got even 
better. It’s had a revamp. Not that 
I could tell on my first visit since 
the makeover, because it was 
packed wall-to-wall with rugby 
fans watching the Six Nations. 

That’s not something you can feel 
aggrieved of here though, given 
the pub’s history with the sport (it 
served as the changing room for the first-ever England- 
Wales international, which was played on the heath). 

Dark olive walls are festooned with pictures depicting 
princesses, keeping watch over her patrons as they 
lounge on the regal purple leather-trimmed booths below 
- where we bagged a seat on our non-rugby-day return 
visit. From here you’re just a step away from the bar, 
which has been painted a pale blue, staving off that dark, 
dreary look British boozers often take on. Also in my 
line of sight was the conservatory, looking somewhat 
tropical with its ample greenery. The pub seems to be 
‘zoned’ better now - the conservatory forms a slightly 
more formal dining area, the sofas are perfect for 
dissecting the Sunday papers, and the wood-panelled 
snug is now much snugger with a couple of high-backed 
red-leather armchairs by the fireplace. That fantastic beer 
garden out back has had a lick of paint too, and with the addition 
of retractable covers and a few more heat lamps, you can enjoy 
it whatever the weather.

The menu features British pub 
classics with carefully sourced 
ingredients and a sprinkle of flair 
and originality. We enjoyed a 
starter of warmed humous (new 
to me and a joy to discover) with 
bread, baby beetroot, carrots and 
turnips to dip. My friend ordered 
the West Country beefburger 
with smoked bacon, dolcelatte cheese and avocado with 
fries - fantastically messy if you don’t know how to 
handle a stacked burger, but tasty indeed. I ordered the 
roast chicken Caesar salad with croutons, anchovies 
and house Caesar dressing. The chicken was perfectly 
succulent and the anchovies punchy, but the dressing 
had turned the crisp lettuce soggy by the time I got to 
the bottom, so you’d be wise to order it on the side. 

On the drinks front, you can now choose from a host 
of new draft beers, including Camden Hells Lager, 
Hacker-Pschorr Weisse, Curious Brew and rotating 
guest beers. The wine list ranges from a grassy, young 
Sandbox Chenin Blanc from South Africa to a floral, 
minerally Marc Brocard Chablis from France (the latter 
a little steep at £10.65 for a large glass). I’ve yet to 
sample the Viognier, the Australian Chardonnay or the Pinot 
Grigio, but come summer, I think the garden may play host to 
more than a few impromptu wine tastings...

Gabbitas Education Consultants'Managing 
Director looks at the strain put on our 
children - and the ways that can be eased 


he world is certainly becoming 
more frenetic. A study recently 
released by Paris-Sorbonne 
University suggests that power 
naps are good for you. I’m sure that they 
are, but it is symptomatic in our society 
that we are more and more reliant on 
ways to keep going. 

In schools, it is becoming a similar 
story. At a time where children are 
experiencing rocketing levels of anxiety 
and stress related to our pressurised and 
competitive society, a strategy to enable 
them to cope would no doubt be warmly 
received by most schools. Mindfulness is 
one such strategy and is increasingly 
being discussed as a potential solution to 
such pressures and stresses. It not only 
focuses on relieving the stresses of every 
day life that our children are increasingly 
subjected to, it also deals with questions 
of how we interact with each other. The 
core values of compassion, non- 
judgmental acceptance of self and others, 
equanimity and creativity are all 
promoted. If embraced and developed, 


such responses will, mindfulness experts 
argue, have a direct impact on our ability 
to cope with stressful situations, and 
when absorbed by the whole school 
community, also have 
the propensity to create 
a positive shift in 
interpersonal 
communications. 

It also raises 
questions of our 
responsibility to the 
wider society into 
which our children are 
eventually sent. How 
would it be if those 
embarking on a new 
career were driven by 
these core values rather 
than just the drive for 
financial gain? If David Cameron’s 
Wellbeing Index is to be given any 
credence, then this will be a factor and 
schools are now embracing this positive 
concept by introducing Mindfulness into 
their curriculum. 


Those schools engaging with this 
concept are inviting children to spend a 
designated period of time in the school 
day to direct their attention to 

themselves. The 
results are quite 
impressive and 
anyone who has 
worried about their 
own children being 
burnt out might wish 
to explore. In a world 
of ever-demanding 
pre-tests for entry into 
the best independent 
schools, tutoring 
children to within an 
inch of their lives, 

I’m sure we all agree 
that something needs 
to be done. It is not lost on schools as 
they are increasingly faced with these 
issues. Some are now waking up to the 
opportunity to act in a preventative 
rather than reactive way.

Best Known For 

Lordship Lane is best known for its 
independent shops, cafes and restaurants, 
which come together to create a great 
atmosphere.

Gourmet Recommendations 

Lordship Lane has long been a fantastic 
place to eat out with stalwarts such 
as The Palmerston and Franklins 
consistently delivering the goods. Toast 
ED, a relatively new arrival, has really 
impressed with its excellent food and 
great coffee, although our favourite place 
is Mon Petit Chou for a cuppa. 

If you plan to cook for yourself, then 
Moxons has the best fish around and the 
never-ending queue outside William Rose 
Butchers tells its own story. We haven’t 
tried it ourselves yet, but the fresh pasta 
from the new pastificio, Burro e Salvia, 
has been getting great reviews. 

The Property Market 

As spring arrives, the market for both 
sales and lettings is starting to change.
